Hal  D\s’ane  Mitchell,  freshman 
football  coach  at  Brigham  Young 
University  was  named  head  coach 
of  the  varsity  team  Monday. 

The  appointment  was  made  by 
President  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson. 
Mitchell  will  replace  Tally  Stev- 
ens. who  was  removed  from  the 
top  football  position  Jan.  5. 

A .’iO  YKAK  old  native  of  Los 
Angeles.  Calif..  Mitchell  is  the 
youngest  man  to  serve  as  head 
coach  In  BYU's  gridiron  history. 

Consistent  with  BYUs  policy, 
terms  of  employment,  salar>’  and 
length  of  contract  were  not  an 
nounced.  Mitchell  will  have  the 
privilege  of  nominating  his  assist- 
ant coaches,  said  Pres.  Wilkinson. 

*‘\VK  .\KE  confident,”  slated  Dr. 
W'ilkinson,  "that  Hal  W’lll  produce 
competitive  teams  worthy  of 
BYU.  He  will  build  these  teams, 
as  did  his  predecessor,  on  men  of 
good  scholarship,  high  moral  and 
spiritual  attainment.”

MITCHELL  was  chosen  as  the 
outstanding  tackle  on  the  All  Pa- 
cific Coast  Conference  squad  and 
played  profesai)>nal  ball  for  the 
New  York  Giants.  Ht*  was  named 
the  most  valuable  player  In  army 
football  in  1954  when  he  headed 
the  Fort  Lee  team.

Utah’s  Divorces 

Dear  Editor: 

As  President  of  the  Utah 
Council  of  Family  Relations, 
may  I express  to  you  our  very 
rebl  appreciation  for  the  fine 
coverage  which  you  gave  in 
your  paper  to  the  recent  visit 
of  Dr.  David  Mace  to  Provo.  In- 
cidentally, one  of  the  major  rea- 
sons for  the  visit  of  Dr.  Mace 
was  to  make  further  plans  for 
the  annual  meetings  of  the  Nat- 
ional Council  on  Family  Rela- 
tions, which  will  be  held  in 
Utah  next  August  23  to  25th. 

DURING  the  talk  which  Dr. 


Mace  presented  at  the  Field- 
house,  he  made  the  remark  that 
he  had  been  informed  that 
Utah’s  divorce  rate  was  the 
highest  in  the  nation.  The  re- 
mark apparently  shocked  many 
people. 

I had  occasion  to  ask  Dr. 
Mace  concerning  the  source  of 
his  information.  In  response  he 
stated  that  he  had  been  told 
this  by  a member  of  the  BYU 
faculty  — whom  he  assumed 
should  know  the  correct  facts. 
I expressed  to  Dr.  Mace  the 
thought  that  such  a statement 
was  undoubtedly  in  error.  He 
asked  that  I check  the  matter 
rather  carefully,  and  if  the  data 
indicated  otherwise,  that  I cor- 
rect as  far  as  possible  the  im- 
pression which  he  had  left. 

DATA  FROM  the  U.  S.  Sta- 
tistical Abstracts  for  the  years 
of  1940  to  1958  indicate  very 
clearly  that  Utah  has  not  at  any. 
time  during  this  period  had  the 
highest  divorce  rate  in  the  na- 
tion (data  for  1959  and  1960  are 
not  yet  available).* 

For  the  years  of  1940  to  1956 
inclusive,  the.  divorce  rate  for 
Utah  was  higher  than  the  di- 
vorce rate  for  the  nation  as  a 
whole.  For  1957  and  1958  the 
divorce  rate  was  considerably

lower  for  Utah  than  the  divorce 
rate  fpr  the  U.  S. 

INCIDENTALLY,  when  com- 
parisons are  made  between 
Utah,  Arizona,  California,  Col- 
orado, Idaho.  Nevada  and  Wyo- 
ming with  respect  to  divorce 
rates,  the  data  indicate  that  in 
13  of  the  19  years  from  1940  to 
1958,  Utah  has  had  the  lowest 
divorce  rate  of  any  of  the  afore- 
mentioned seven  states.  In  1958 
the  divorce  rate  in  Utah  was 
37th  from  the  highest  in  the  na- 
tion and  was  tied  that  year  with 
Nebraska  and  Iowa. 

During  the  period  of  1940  to 
1958  the  divorce  rate  per  1,000 
population  in  Utah  has  ranged 
from  a high  of  5.5  divorces  in 
1946  to  a low  of  1.5  divorces  per 
1,000  population  in  1957  and 
1958. 

I sincerely  hope  that  the  pub- 
lication of  this  letter  will  cor- 
rect the  misinformation  which 
Dr.  Mace  presented  through  no 
fault  of  his  own.

Again,  one  of  our  sports  wri- 
ters has  brought  up  the  old 
problem.  LDS  missions  vs  BYU 
athletics.  Jack  Batchler  asks, 
“Can  a mission  call  be  put  off 
just  the  same  way  as  a draft  de- 
ferment is  issued?” 

To  my  way  of  thinking,  there 
is  but  one  answer  to  this  ques- 
tion: no.  A mission  should  not 
be  delayed  until  after  an  athlete 
has  finished  competing  for  the 
university;  to  do  so  is  to  rele- 
gate a mission  to  a status  of  less 
importance  and  urgency  than 
our  school  athletics. 

Furthermore,  if  an  athlete 
waits  until  after  graduation  to 
serve  a mission,  chances  are  he 
won't  go  at  all.  He  may  be  mar- 
ried (who  can  spend  four  years 
at  our  famous  institution  with- 
out acquiring  a wife.);  he  may 
feel  that  employment  oppor- 
tunities are  better  when  he’s 
fresh  out  of  school  than  two 
years  later;  after  so  long,  he 
may  have  lost  that  all-import- 
ant  desire  to  serve  the  Lord  on  a 
mission.

Mormon  Has  Interior  Post 


Stewart  Lee  Udall,  who  will 
serve  as  Secretary  of  the  Inter- 
ior in  the  Kennedy  cabinet,  is 
a born  and  bred  Arizonian  who 
won  recognition  on  a national 
scale  first  as  a crack  college  bas- 
ketball star. 

SINCE  his  college  days  at  the 
University  of  Arizona,  the  40- 
year-old  Udall  gained  new  nat- 
ional repute  as  an  Arizona  con- 
gressman who  became  one  of 
the  most  influential  western 
spokesmen  in  the  House. 

From  childhood,  Udall  has 
gained  continual  experience  for 
his  new  job  which  puts  him  in 
charge  of  conservation  and  de- 
velopment of  the  nation’s  nat- 
ural resources  worth  uncounted 
billions  of  dollars. 

BECAUSE  OF  his  roots  in  Ar- 
izona, Udall  gained  early  know- 
ledge of  Arizona’s  water,  land, 
power,  and  Indian  problems. 
These  are  the  common  problems 
of  most  western  states,  where 
activities  of  the  Interior  Dept, 
are  of  key  importance  in  the 
everyday,  life  of  the  average 
citizen.
